Background:  The Public Records Act (PRA) requires that all state and local government 
agencies make all public records available for public inspection and copying unless they fall 
within certain statutory exemptions.  The provisions requiring public records disclosure must 
be interpreted liberally while the exemptions are interpreted narrowly to effectuate the 
general policy favoring disclosure. 

Summary:  The personal information for a participant in a public or non-profit program 
serving or pertaining to children, adolescents, or students, including but not limited to early 
learning or child care services, parks and recreation programs, youth development programs, 
and after-school programs is exempt from public inspection and copying under the Public 
Records Act.  Personal information includes, but is not limited to, addresses, telephone 
numbers, personal e-mail addresses, social security numbers, emergency contact and date of 
birth information 

Emergency contact information may be provided to appropriate authorities and medical 
personnel for the purpose of treating the individual during an emergency situation.
